Miss Harriet Smith, E t ten years a 
student secretary of the Young W om­ 
en’s Christian Association in Shanghai, 
China, relates the am azing story of 
how 20.000 Chinese students organized 
them selves to oust Ha* m ilitarists from 
G overnm ent offices in Peking and how 
they sn -reeded In becoming the lead­ 
ers of China. 
Fearing that China was not to be 
protected from the aggression of other 
nations by the Peace Treaty, as she 
had expected to lie. some 20.000 stu ­ 
dent*-. all of them between th** a g e s of 
t w e l v e and twenty-one years and in­ 
cluding 8,000 girls organized them ­ 
selves into the Chinese Students’ P a ­ 
triotic Society imm ediately after the 
publication of the first d raft of the 
Peace T reaty 
to 
fight 
for Chinese 
rights. 
T h eir first move w as to strike from 
school or, rather, from lectures, as 
they 
remained 
In 
their 
respective 
schools and spent so m any hours daily 
in private study. They then organized 
Into hands for getting out propaganda 
literature and for public speaking in 
the country and small towns and in the 
tea shops in poorer districts of the 
cities in order that they might reach 
the vast num bers of people who could 
not read. 
Immediately 
upon 
organizing, 
the 
students published their demands, four 
In num ber: (I) that the militarists, 
who as a party were pro-Japanese and 
practically controlled th** Government 
at Peking, be put out of office; (2) that 
Shantung be returned to C hina; (fi) 
th a t the twenty-one dem ands made by 
Jap an in 1915 he cancelled; (4) that 
th ere he freedom of speech and of the 
press. 
They also insisted that the 
Chinese constitution be finished. 
An immense am ount of literature 
ffns put out, much of it in th** new 
phonetic script which is being launch­ 
ed in China, so th at the uneducated 
classes might learn w hat was happen­ 
ing. 
Students lectured everyw here on 
the demands, stirring the people to pa­ 
triotism. 
When many of them were 
arrested while parading in the streets 
of Peking they formed an Association 
of Imprisoned 
S tudents within 
tin* 
prison and refused to in* released, pick­ 
eting tile stockade themselves when 
Government guards were taken away, 
until 
the 
G overnm ent 
submitted 
a 
proper apology for having Imprisoned 
them in the beginning. 
When it became evident that eco­ 
nomic pressure was all th at would be 
effective both the b an k ers’ and mer­ 
chants’ guilds were called upon to hack 
the 
students. 
"In 
less

hours,” Miss Smith said, "the shutters 
were tip at every shop in that great 
city of Shanghai, w here telephones ate 
few 
and 
communication 
difficult. 
Every shop, w hether large or small, 
was dosed. 
Tile laboring people, feel­ 
ing as patriotic as the hankers, m er­ 
chants and students, a l s o joined th** 
general strike. 
For a week everything 
was closed—shops, money exchanges,

The students struggled to keep public 
utilities running.

ice w a s stopped for a short time, hut 
the students soon had it running again. 
They held meetings day and night, try-

••In China there is a wonderful social 
solidarity. People get together, not so 
much by localities, hut by trades and 
professions. 
Every one belongs to a 
guild, and these guilds are wonderfully 
organized,

organization. 
Despite 
poor lines of communication, lack of 
railroad'* and telephones, these guilds 
hold closely together. 
Yet their organ­ 
ization lias nothing to do with caste. 
"W ith a leadership as highly organ­ 
ized as that of til** students a great 
am ount can he done. 
Leading men of 
China interpet the student movement 
as very significant— th** forming of a 
new national party. 
It Is tile duty of# 
all Christian organizations in China to 
give these students, who are now the 
leaders of the G overnm ent, every pos­ 
sible hit of aid nm! inspiration, as they 
need more than hum an help to bring 
China out Of her difficulties successful 
ly. 
T he Y. W. <\ A. Is doing what It 
can to help the women students. 
All 
of these students have given up th* ir 
vacations 
and 
are 
working 
hard 
throughout tlie sum m er.” 
Mi-< Smith has seen China change 
within ten years, from one of the old 
est and most rigid m onarchies of lh'* 
world into a republic. 
She saw the 
first republican flags go up and feel- 
that ('hina has accomplished a greai 
deal, fighting all the time as she lias 
against the great odds of Japanese and 
European aggression in addition to til* 
old m onarchistic party. 
Given time. 
China will become one of th** great re 
publics of the world, she says. 
Miss Smith lives in Richmond, 
and is home on ti y ear’s furlough, 
expects to return 
to China 
in 
spring.
